That being the situation, the question is: What 
is to be done about it? 

So far as Alberta and Western Saskatchewan 
are concerned there is only one answer—reduce 
westbound railroad rates and provide suitable and 
adequate storage and transfer accommodation at 
Vancouver and Rupert. From Edmonton to Van- 
couver the present rate is five cents a bushel 
higher than it should be as compared with the 
per mile per bushel rate to Ft. Wiliam. The ocean 
rate from Vancouver to Liverpool is at least as 
low as the lake, rail and ocean rate from Fort 


| William to Liverpool, whether by way of Mon 
| treal 


or New York Transportation conditions 
being as favorable between Edmonton and Van- 
couver or Rupert as beween Edmonton and Fort 
William the same rates per mile per bushel should 
apply. Anything short of that is injustice and 
discrimination. The farmers of the west have a 
right to expect that discrimination will be re- 
moved by parliament laying down the principle 
for the guidance of the railway commission that 
igider equa] conditions of service equal rates must 
prevail. Five cents a bushel on a hundred mil 
lion bushel crop is five million dollars. The 


| farmers of Alberta will need that money if they 


are to pull even on the crop now in sight unless 
the unforeseen happens in the world’s markets 
The elevator accommodation now existing or 
in contemplation at Vancouver is not sufficient 
to handle a tenth part of the western grain that 
would find its cheapest outlet at that port. There 
is no accocmmodaation whatever at Rupert. The 
needed accommodation will not and cannot be 
expected to be provided by private enterprise at 
the present time and under present conditions 
The wheat trade through Vancouver has yet to be 
established. It cannot be established as long as 
discriminatory rates are in force. The position 
is the same as it was at Fort William before the 
wheat trade was established there. The railway 
company provided the elevator accommodation as 
part of its transportation enterprise. The C. P 


|R built four elevators, and the G. T. P. one at 
Fort William, and the C. N. R. one at Port 
Arthur. In process of time, when the trade had 


been established, the railways transferred their 
elevators into private hands and private enter 
prise provided additional accommodation from 
year to year. The condition at Vancouver is as 
it was at Fort William in the earlier days, and| 
should be met in the same way. that is, by the} 
railway companies, one of Which is owned by 
the state, providing adequate elevator accommo: 
dation to take care of the erop now in sight and, 
to be available for gxport by way of the| 
Pacific. In due time when export conditions| 
have become stabilized no doubt private capital | 
will be available to build elevators
